day afternoon. The only hope of the 
banks and the exempted corporations 
now is an appeal to the supreme court 
and this hope is small because the or­ 
iginal decisions of the appellate court 
were rendered on authority of a mem­ 
orandum opinion of the supreme court 
which held that the constitution 
re­ 
quires the collection of franchise taxes 
from all corporations. 
The rulings were made in the cases 
of the state against the Elba 
Bank 
and Trust Company and the 
state 
against the Pea River Power 
Com­ 
pany. This victory for the state means 
the collection by the state treasury of 
an amount variously estimated 
at 
from five hundred thousand dollars 
to one million dollars. 
In the collec­ 
tion of the franchise tax the

may go back as far as 1911, some cor 
porations being required to pay the 
tax for eleven years.
